The letter which, en the instructions of the Revolutionary Government of uuca, 

United Nations sent ycu en 7 January 1963, stated that the negotiations initiated 
with your generous assistance had net 'led to an effective agreement capable cf 
guaranteeing permanent peace in the Caribbean and eliminating the existing 
tensions'-. In that letter, cur Government said that it considered that 'the basic 
reason' why those negotiations had not led to acceptable agreements was that 
'the Government cf the United States, far from having renounced lis aggressive 
and interventionist policy towards the Republic of Cuba, has maintained the 
-position based on force whion it tech up in flagrant violation of the rules cf 

Two months have passed since the diplomatic negotiations in connexion with 
the so-called Caribbean crisis ended, and the people of the world have again been 
plunged into an atmosphere cf threats and tensions which could lead tc a 
thermonuclear war,, for today, just as in October and January, the Government and 
the war-mensering circles of the United States persist in their policy cf 
agression, scoffing at international law and consistently and deliberately 
disregarding the United Nations Charter. 
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that the United States Government was violating the Charter, which was clear from 
the documents it placed before the Security Council en 7 January. Cn the following 
day, 3 January, he fere you and the renters cf the Security Council had even had 
tine to read the decunents announcing the closing cf the negotiations, the 
Government of the United States announced the establishment cf special machinery 
to co-ordinate aggression against the Cue an people, and at the sane tine appointed 
Mr. Sterling J. Ccttrell, Assistant Under-Secretary cf State for Inter-American 
Affairs and an expert in guerrilla warfare with experience in Viet-Nan and Lacs, 
to carry cut this tash. According to the official announcement, other Government 
agencies, including the Department cf Tefense and the Central Intelligence Agency, 
are represented in his office. 

Only a few hcurs later, it was announced in Washington that the United States 
delegation to the United Nations had teen instructed to do everything possible to 
blccl: the prelect to establish an experimental agricultural station in Cuba, which 
had already been approved by the Special Fund. 

These facts - military aggression and economic aggression - would be sufficient 
in themselves to place historical responsibility for the abortive crisis cn the 
United States Government and to demonstrate its disregard cf the purposes and 
principles of the United Nations Charter. 

Is this how the United States authorities respect one cf the principal aims 
cf the United Nations, namely, 'to practise tolerance and live together in peace 
with one another as good neighbours'? Are they complying with Article 2, which 
Provides that 'All Members shall settle their international disputes oy peaceful 
means in such a manner that international peace and security, and justice, are not 
endangered'? Cr with another part of the same Article, which states that 'All 
Members shall refrain in their international relations from the threat cr use of 
force against the territorial integrity cr political independence cf any State, or 
in any other manner inconsistent with the Purposes cf the United Nations'"? Is the 
tressure which the United States delegation has brought to bear in order to prevent 
the Special Fund from carrying out its commitment consistent with the aim of the 
Organization, as laid down in the Preamble to the Charter, 'to employ international 
machinery for the trcmoticn cf the economic and sccial advancement of all peoples'?

As scon as the negotiations which tech tlaee early this year had ended, a 
new series cf acts which, are undeniably crimes against international law was 
begun. 

Assistant Secretary cf State, lost no time in reviving hatred for Cuba and on 
10 -January he repeated the threadbare slogan that Cuba is a threat tc the 
hemisphere. Mr. Martin left no room for doubt about the role which Mr. Ccttreli, 
the new attcintee, is to play in the strategy cf aggression: he is the head cf a 
group tc co-ordinate United States Cuban policy and liaison officer with the Cuban 
exiles. 

As was to be expected, the new office did net delay in starting its subversive 

cf the Central Intelligence Agency and the Department cf State, as its liaison 
officer in Miami to try to unite the counter-revolutionaries. 

On 10 January itself, the counter-revolutionary Jacinto Crtega Torres told 
the Cuban authorities that he had escaped from the Guantanamc I'avai Ease because 
? intelligence Officer Wilson' had refused to give him asylum unless he enrolled in 
the 'army of mercenaries' now training in Puerto Rico. It may not be cut of 
place to remind you that this foreign base - an enclave in our national territory 
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-nited states naa never promises, net 


oeace and security and represents a desperate attempt c 
to iir.pose its domination hy force. On the one hand, *jr. 
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warmongers are cringing pressure zc sear en the United S-ates Government tc 
adect new and bolder measures cf aggression against Cuba. Cn the ether hand, the 
Government is defending itself from criticism cut: aisc helping tc intensify the 
dispute and stir up suctions. Official spokesmen admit that Cuba has no offensive 
weapons but at the same time threaten it with invasion. 'Jith unprecedented 
effrontery, they put cut statements and deny them the next moment; they either 
repeat their irresponsible lies or invent others. Both before and after the 
statement made by Secretary cf Defense Robert McUamara early in February tc the 
effect that Cuba was in nc position tc expert arms tc latin America, United States 
Congressmen and politicians and diplomats cf the satellite Latin American 
Governments made countless statements alleging that Cuba was a menace tc the 
hemisphere . 

br.enever a United States Congressman wishes tc appear in the headlines he 
takes up the Cuban question. The United States strategy is no longer aimed merely 
at re-establishing the regime of economic and political domination overthrown by 
the Cuban teccle; now, mindless of the fearsome consequences fcr all mankind, the 
United States is spreading slanders and fostering resentment solely for 
electioneering purposes. Thcmas 1. Morgan, Chairman cf the House Foreign Affairs 
Committee, has stated that he is not satisfied because nc inspection was carried 
cut in Cuba, and every week demands that the island should be outlawed. 
Senator Uayne Iters e of Oregon, began an investigation on Cuba in his Commictee as 
if it was a local problem in his ow: State. Senators D. Aiken and Stuart Symington, 
Republican and Democrat respectively, joined in complaining that the Cuban problem 
was a source of grave anxiety. Another investigation about Cuba originated from 
the orecccupations cf Senator John Stennis.. Chairman of the Senate Preparedness 
Sub -Committee . 

Cn 27 January former Ambassador Spruille Braden said in South Bend, Indiana, 
that the only secure method of eliminating communism in Cuba would be a mass 
invasion. The same day. Senator Hubert K. Humphrey, the Democratic Majority Uhip, 
croocssd a 'manifesto of freedom' fcr the defeat of the Cuban Pe volution. At the 
time of these statements, the Cuban authorities discovered two spy networks which 
were operating respectively in Miami and at the Guantanamo Ifaval Base. Thirty- six 
cersons who were working for the CIA. were arrested,, among them Pedro Cameron Perez, 
who had entered Cuba twice with arms and explosives. 

'The wave of hysteria was so great that at the end of January it involved five 
United States newsmen, one from NEC, another from the Miami News, a radio 
commentator, a reporter from CBS and another from Time . They were 'accused' of . . 
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sending biased inforza.zz.zn en the Cuban situation that was ravourabie tc tne .astro 
regime. The Senate Sub-Committee en Internal Security rose tc their defence. 
Mr. Strcm Thurmond, a general of the reserve and a Senator, doubled the 
fi;zures oucted b lr the Government for the alleged Cuban military personnel, thus 

poisoned the atmosphere and distorted reality. 

In Syracuse, ICY., Senator Harry Gcidwater launched a call tc war vhen 
speaking at a Press bancue* . He urged that the necessary action should be taken tc 
extircate the cancer of Cuban cemmunism and added that if that meant war,, so be it I 
He also suggested that tne naval blockade should be re-established and that 
Cubans should be trained in the United States to carry cut sabotage in the island. 

As this mad attack was being launched, the 'dispute continued between 
Senatcr Thurmond and the Defense lepartment because apparently the data supplied 
by the spicnage network used by Senator Thurmond did not coincide with the data 
supplied by the spies of the lefense lepartment. Cn 3 February; Secretary of 
lefense McKamara stated that none of the arms in Cuba constituted a danger for the 
United States, although Government and Congressional leaders continued to spear: 
of the Cuban danger and to urge strong measures. 

As you may observe, these directly or indirectly reponsibie for the United 
States foreign policy are openly violating the United Nations Charter and 
advocating the destruction cf a Member State. 

Cn 5 February President Kennedy prohibited the carrying of any cargo financed 
by the United States Government in any ship which had been in a Cuban pert since 
1 January. This was a blow to free trade, an act of coercion against other 
countries, and one mere example of aggression. 

The same day, while Secretary of lefense Mclamara was revealing that since 
1 July 15c2 over -CC espionage flights had been carried out over Cuba by United 
States aircraft, John K. McCcne, Head of the CIA, which was sending arms and 
saboteurs tc Cuba, said that he was convinced that all the airplanes and offensive 

The campaign against Cuba reached such bestial fury that cn 6 February the 
United States Government itself, in an action which its wen propaganda described 
as extraordinary, displayed cn the television screen so-called 'secret information' 
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to buttress its assertion that there vere no more offensive veapcns in Cuba. 
Hovever, that did net prevent certain Senators from repeating their lies as seen as 
Secretary yTcKamara had completed his report. Congressman Keating, vhile retracting 
5 cue of his slanders, lost no tine in inventing others. 

Senator Stennis of ydssissippi, completely ignoring the inhuman racial 
discrimination in his own State, declared that he vas convinced that the nilitary 
threat in Cuba had not diminished. 

Senator Everett M. lirksen of Illinois expressed the same viev. 

Incredible as it may seem, that day tvo United States politicians vere 
possessed zy good sense. Representative 5. Mcnaghan said in a radio broadcast that 
everybody had become an expert on Cuba and, curiously enough, those who had never 
been there and especially these furthest avay from Cuba, vere the greatest experts. 
'The solution of this delicate situation in a thermc-nuciear age : , he added, f is 
net helped cy irresponsible statements f . For his part, Senator Allen J. Zllender 
pointed cut that it vas a great mistake to focus attention en contradictory 
reports about Cuba. Ee said that, after ail, the people of the United States must 
trust somebody and that the constant jumble of rumours and denials vas making 
national defence a matter of politics. 

Scon aftervards, President Kennedy announced that he did net regard Cuba as a 
military threat to the United States and that 'the question involved in the 
Cuban situation' vas 'issues of var and peace'; he added that in dealing vith them, 
've should keep our heads'. Ecvever, he also said that Cuba vas a 'matter of 
concern' . 

But people continued to lose their heads. Commenting en President Kennedy's 
order prohibiting the shipment of goods on ships trading vith Cuba, Paul Rogers, 
Democratic Representative from Florida, demanded that all ports in the Western 
Hemisphere should be closed to countries vhose ships vere engaged in such trade. 
As a member of the House Interstate and Foreign Commerce Sub-Committee, Rogers 
spoke on the floor of the House and described President Kennedy's act of 
economic aggression as 'timid overtures 1 . 

Senator Stennis, Chairman cf the Senate Preparedness Sub -Committee, returned 
to the charge and said that the 'United States should act, even though ail 
offensive veapcns may have been removed from Cuba' . And en 7 February, the

Lefer.se Secretary McUamara pointed cut that the coat had not "been flying the 
flag of any nation and admitted that it could have beer Cuban. 

Pre Revolutionary Government of Cuba rejected the United States Government's 
note of protest in its entirety, exposing this false and tendentious version of 
the facts contained therein and recalling, at the same time, earlier piratical 
attacks organized by the CIA against cur shipping. 

The attacks in question took place on the following dates: 12 May 196*2, 
2^ August 1962, 13 September 19c2, 3 Cctober 19^2, k Lecember Ip62. !;• Cctober 1$62, 
9 February 19o3 and 13 February 196*3.

As if these facts were not suooicient prooi ot the 
aggressive policy and its contemptuous violation of int 
newspaper The Miami Eerald, on 21 February, published an interview with the 
Attorney General, Pcbert F. Kennedy, who embarked upon an outrageous tirade which 
demonstrated once again the official United States responsibility for the Playa 
Giron invasion - a responsibility denied, as you will recall, in the United Uations 
General Assembly by the Permanent Representative of that country. 
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The Attorney General declared that his Government had never intended or 
premised. to provide the Cuban mercenaries vitn air support and that the United 
States military authorities had underestimated the combat capacity of the Cut an 
Air Force's T-33 training aircraft; he added that President Eisenhower's 
Government had bequeathed to his brother 1 s administration only a general and 
undetailed invasion plan. 

Cuban counter-revolutionaries immediately gave the lie to this version and 
adduced detailed evidence .c snow that the United States authorities had premised 
them air cover during and after the landing. Four Cuban mercenary airmen who tcoh 
tart in the abortive military operation said that a number of United States pilots 
had died in the operation while serving as 'volunteers 1 and that it had been 
decided, at a meeting with a leader of the United States Air Force, held at Puerto 
Cabezaj ""icaracoia, to attach Cuban objectives. These 'volunteers' manned two 
3-25 bombers and formed part of a corps of 153 United States military instructors 
who trained the mercenary brigade. The Republicans seized the opportunity to 
reopen investigations into the case and to press their attacks on Cuba. 

Former President Eisenhower, for his part, explained that the plan had not 
been formulated while he was President, and that only a guerrilla -type operation 
in the eastern part of the island had been contemplated, until sufficient forces 
couli be mustered to do something more. President Kennedy, in his Press conference 
of 25 January, confirmed his brother's statement and declared that there had never 
been any plan for United States air support. 

The favourite instrument cf the United States Government in its anti -Cuban 
policies, the Organization of American States, has been set in motion in the past 
two months . Cn 11 January, the puppet regime of Guatemala joined those of 
Venezuela and the Dominican Republic in submitting contrived and warmongering 
reports against Cuba to the so-called Special Commission on security of this 
regional organization which, since the Meeting of Consultation held at Punta del 
Iste, has been overtly transformed into an aggressive military bloc in the service 
of United States imperialism. Cn '-.he same day, the tyrant of Paraguay, 
Alfredo Strcessner, falsely accused the Revolutionary Government of Cuba of 
hatching a plot to overthrow him. Already some days before, the Venezuelan 
representative to the Council of OAS, acting on orders received from the white 
Ecuse, had criticized this same Special Commission on security for what he called 
its 'inaction' in dealing with the Cuban question, and had asked that the

The false testimony given cn 1 March before Congress zy the Head of the CIA, 
who arain accused Cuba of being a dangerous centre of communist subversion for 
the continent, is a barefaced distortion of the facts. At such levels, 
Mr. Secretary-General, who can be unaware that the stronghold of intervention, 
subversion, conspiracy and aggression against the sovereign rignts of the 
Latin American peoples is in the United States, and that the CIA, precisely, is its 
main detachment? wee can be unaware at this time that the Government of the 
United States is the strongest bastion of the forces of reaction in the world, 
and that it is, finally, the sworn enemy of the Cuban revolution, which is 
doing its utmost to rid our country of the servitude, the misery, the ill-health, 
the illiteracy and the colonial oppression imposed for their own selfish 
ends by the United States monopolies on a group of peoples who are showing 
increasingly unmistakable signs of their dislike of this ominous state of 
affairs? who in the wide world is net aware that it is the conditions brought 
about by those monopolies which give birth, through the workings of history's 
inexorable laws, to the movements of liberation in Latin America? 

She imperialist Government of the United States, as can be seen, has not 
foresworn its aggressive and criminal policy but is pursuing it with irresponsible 
obstinacy.
